S.O. 520(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 17 read 
with sub-section (3) of section ?0 of the Tea Act, L953 (29 cf 1953), the 
Central Government hereby makes the folloing order further to emend the 
Tea (Regulation of Export Licencing) Order, 1984, namely 

1. (1) This order may be called the Tea (Regulation of Export Licensing) 

Amendment Order, 1991. 

(2) It shall come into force from the date of its publication in the 
Official Gazette. 

2. In the Tea (Regulation of Export Licensing) Order, 1984, (1) in para¬ 
graph 5, in clause (d), for the figure and word "15 days", the figures and 
word "7 days” shall be substituted; 

(2) for paragraph 6 the following paragraph shall be substituted, namely : 

“6. Period of .validity of registration.—A registration granted under 
clause (c) of paragraph 5 shall be valid for a period of 1.10 days 
from the date of registration.”; 
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(3) for paragraph 8, the following paragraph shall he substituted, 
namely ■— 


“8. Validity of licence for shipment,—No lic’encc issued against con¬ 
tracts registered under this order shall be valid for shipments made 
after 120 days from the date of registration."
